REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendment limiting the claims to cleaning compositions comprising oxyethylenated 
esters, hydrophobic silica and foaming surfactants. Specifically, the amendments and 
Declaration filed October 29, 2002, show unexpected results when oxyethylenated 
esters are employed rather than ethers as suggested by the prior art of record. 
Accordingly, the claims are allowable over the art of record.
